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In Mdy of f88B, nineteen rellroad machinish employed In a roundhouse at Atlanta, Ga., decided 
to do something about their poor working conditions* They formed a union, the United MachimsH 
and Mechanical Engineers of America, A year later, the organiiation was renamed National Asso- 
ciation of Machinists, and, by 1890, Its gro^dh had been so rapid the union had to undergo another 
christening, this time becoming the International Association of Machinists* 

By 1895, the lAM had 7,000 members* The union was seven years old, and it was affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor, Both were becoming strong, and they “grew up“ together. The 
recent rR^affiliatlon of the lAM with the AFL is particularly heartening In the light of the organizations* 
early struggles, side by side* 

Today, the I AM has 600,000 members, A. J, Hayes, Its president since July, 1949, Is one of 
organized labor*s top statesmen, a leader of real stature and true vision* He is a member of the 
United Labor Policy Committee, the Advisory Committee on Mobilization Policy and a special assistant 
to Assistant Defense Secretary Anna Rosenberg, I AM General Secretary-Treasurer Eric Peterson has 
held KIs post since 1944, Is a member of the Committee for the Nation*s Health and the Labor Com- 
mittee of the National Planning Association.

Although the Apostles 
eoMtlmied to nliserve dewish fes- 
tivals, tlicy did so in a different 
spirit, considering them to he the 
fulfilment of the prophesies which 
ine old Jewish festivals had Iionor- 
e<l. After tlu' emiiing of the Ih‘- 
deenier, the Paschal lamb was made

Where the name “Raster" ori- 
gin a led nobody is ipiilo sure. Ac- 
cording to the early Rngiish his- 
pjHan. Pede, the naiiu' f-amc from 


a Saxcm festival in lionor of Eos- 
tre, their goddess of sjn-ing. But 
other wrlter,s aecmuit foi- the lumie 
iti the old Roman festival of 
Rostur, which was held in honor 
of the coming of the s firing sun. 
As became ciistomary during the 
transition fi'Oin fiaganism to the 
new religion, the isrrly (diiistiaiis 
attemiited to eHminate this ]iagan 
eelehrati<m hy attaching to it a 
tiew significance. Tlie festival was 
still observed but it was ketU in 
honor of diristls Resurr ectiou. the 
rising of the “Sun of liighhous- 
ness." 


Exchange of Eggs 

Thus the new feast worked in 
well with l!ie old festivals honor- 
ing the change of seasons, and 
many luiusual ]>racticcs heeamc 
part of the celebrations. Foi* ex- 
am jile, it became customary to ex- 
cluinge brightly colored eggs a I 
Easter time. This suptHiseiilv ori- 
ginated with the (ireeks mid 
Ihmiaiis, to wimni an egg was sym* 
holie of the universe. Another 
exf>lanation says that tlie idea ori- 
ginate<l willi the PiTshms, to 
wfiom an egg was n sign of new 
life. Still allot lie 1“ ex ffl a nation 
traces the custom to the ancient 
Ijgyptians who held the egg as 
n symliol of the reiyivntioii of mam 
kind after the Deluge. Since this 
idi'a seeimsi lo >sui1 the circum- 
stances of the dc|iai1uro of tiii- 
dews from I0gy|jy i] was adapted 
to their history and usoil in (hiss- 
tiver c<‘lebrations. To Phristians. 
tlie Easter egg is an emblem of 
the Resnn'eet ion and of hofic in 
n life to come, and in those con in 
tries where visiting is llic (irder of 
tlie day, eggs are always taken to 
one's friends. 

Today, the legend is that the 
eggs are the gift of the Rastei 
Ibihhil, and noliody is puite sun> 
flow the rabbit made his ent ranee 
into the ludyday (-ehOirat ion.

But t hat was lJUO* I/ct's hack 
to 1888 w-heii the Alaeliinists' Un- 
jon was liorii. Like our union the 
fnlernatianal Association of 31a- 
eliiiiists was ereated from the 
dreams^ yet hacked np by eoura»;e 
and the fighting spirit of a tiand- 
fnl of men. The leader and driv- 
ing force behind the movement to 
unionization wan Tom Tallvot, amt 
we should like to tell you licre 
alvout the cause that made him 
light so determinedly for orgaiii- 
zaliou of machinists* It is signif- 
icant that the causes for wliich 
men do battle and often are willing 
to lay down their lives, stem from 
the imselfi-sli desire to give their 
children and others wiio will come 
after, a better life than they had* 


Tom Talbot had a sou why 
wanted to go to Ivigli school. Me 
eariic: to Ids fallier with trust and 
(*on fidenre* sure that his Dad 
won Id not let him down, lie was 
;i if right hoy and Tom Talbot felt 
he should liavc a chance to more 
cdiieaticin when he desired it so 
eagerly. But it eost money to >serid 
a hoy to liigh sclmob in addition 
l(j griNiter expense for ftvod* cloth- 
ing and incidentals* That kind of 
momw was just not found in the 
pay envelope of a machiuisi in 
those days* Kvei-ylliing seemed to 
he ealculatc^d so that sons of ma- 
<diinists went into the shops at 14 
or so and h'arned the trade of 
thi'ir fathers. Higher educaiion 
was strictly for a clmsen few. 
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The njoriiirig that Tom Tnlhot's 
son l)cjrged him tt^ seiul him to high 
sehool^ Tom, imluipfiy ami worried^ 
was all ihuml>s working ou :m en- 
gine to go out that day. Tie 
thought to himself, "‘Tvc got to 
get hold of myself ami do this 
work properly — so mueh dq>eiids 
on it. If om* part of an engine 
goes wi'ong there may be ii wreck, 
tuo]»erly may he damaged, jicople 
may he killed/" Tlu'se thoughts 
were father to the uniem Tom 
Talbot foil n fled, for the next 
thotiglit tiui1 h'Jiped ihrough his 
seetliing niiud was, "'Jf iny jab 
is so impfjrUinl lu s(j many jieoplo, 
then why am 1 so ill rewarded 
that 1 eamiot stnid my son to high 
sellout/’ (lying over things in Ids 
mind, lie realiKOfl that lie was get- 
ting top f>ay for ihe traile ami it 
fel! far slmrl fd' meeling the needs 
of the head t»f a family. He 
thought how immy others w'ore in 
I lie same Ijoat as hijoself. He eon- 
si dered asking for more money and 
reiilixcd lieM never gel it. The 
answer woiiM f>e *‘Yoi/re getting 
top pay and if we raise yon well 
have to raise all the rest/’ And 
then tlie idea really hit him — if 
We if we ask with one voice, 

will have a chanee. 

And Ko it was on the fiftfi of 
ISss, that Ih railroad ma- 
eluMists, (*m[)loy('d in a round house 
in Atlanta, Hisjrgia asseiiiTded to 
disfuiss their pliglil ami seek a 
roJnefly, Tlieii and tlierc they 
founded a union. Only a weak little 
imifui, hut this handful of maehiri- 
ists wms detfumiiru'd that it would 
sj>read ami grow and verse the 
tiile that was seeing the wages of 
skilled eraftsmen out and cut 
again, until 15 rents an hour was 
eonsldei'ed amfde ituvard ftn’ their 
skills and etjmfdete lark of ajipre- 
eiatiou of their erafl was about to 
sweep them and their skills out of 
exist enee. 

The little group advam-ed $1.50 
a]uece and sent out an orgnnixer.

New Counter of Currency 



The Electrimic Currency C'mmter developed by the National Bureau of 
Standuids io cmitU wiii ji mU paper money fitr Ihe llejmrUneiii of ibe Treasury 
is being dememst ruled by Carrol .^tanshmy and H. M. Joseph of the NHS 
eiedroiucH Dhision, two of the develo|)ers of the machine* Although new 
imper money has been machine-counled for years, the mechanical handling 
of worn -out notes has until now been a ditlicnll problem. Old money is 
wrinkled, dog-eared, and dillicull to handle, I nlil ihe develo]muml of the 
Nils iii<mi-y connler old money was entirely band coimled. 

The electronic currency counter shown above counts 30,01)0 hills i>er hour 
for Ihe 'freasnry Uepartmeiit, Removing worn-out bank notes from circiila- 
lion before suhstilnting itew ones involves Ibe redem|ition of some eigbl tons 
of currency every day. The bulk of this — about five million dollars worth- — 
consists of one dollar bills. 

Money rein rued to I lie Treasury is in the form of slacks of 100 notes, 
cut in half lengthwise. The elect rontc currency connler counts the half-notes 
in these packets and automatically rejecls Ibose with more or less than 100- 
Packets of stapled half -notes are placed on an inclined trongli. When Ihe 
counter Is turned on, a melal finger pulls Ihe holt inn packH into the machine. 
The stapled end is grasped by metal jaws and Ihe packet is wrapped tightly 
around a spindle, spreading the outer edges of Ihe notes againsi a curved 
metal plate. The spindle then rotates the ends of the notes while a jet of 
air separates Ihe notes from the packet. 

The conniing is achieved by using an electronic sensing device con- 
sisting of a beam of light and a photoelectric system. As the notes are 
unfurled, tnternqMing Ihe beam of light, the photoHectric tube counts them 
by sensing the interrupt ions of the beam. Impulses from the electric eye 
go into an electronic arithmetic imiti which tallies the individual impulses. 
The sum of Ihese im]iiilses Is used to actuate a sorting vane: if the count 
is 100, Ihe sorting mecbanisni automat icatly sends the packet into an ac- 
ceptance bin; if Ihe count is more or less than 100, the packet is automatically 
ejected into a reject bin so that the rejecls can be checked. Except for filling 
the I rough wilh packets lu he counted and removing those already conn led, 
the machine operates nnal tended. In case of mechanical or power failures, 
it will shut itself off.

Of the five major breweries in the 
city, the largest Is Anheusirr-Busch, 
whose product “Hudwciser“ has be- 
cciine famous thrmighoul tlm nation 
during the ctmtui^ it has been in 
existence. 

Sprawling t^ver 110 acres, or 52 
blocks, ill south St, Louis, Anliciiser- 
llusch employs t,00P peoplt* ami [)vo- 


duces ,> million bottles and cans of 
Budw'eiser n day, and about the same 
number of barrels a year. 

The daily Fi?deml beer tax paid by 
the company amounts to $125,000 — 
ami the annual tax bill for both 
Federal and Stale taxes is $38,000,* 
(HK). Those ftirures are only for beer 
taxes; all othei*s that are paid mean 
nnother million doLlai's. 

Since 18S4, when the first to kilo- 
watt, 110 volt generator — bell-driven 
from a steam engin^^ — ^gave the plant 
its flint Ldectric arc lights, electricity 
has foLiml ever increasing use at An- 
ti euscr-UiLSch, 

Today, the company's equipment 
produces 2^>,50n KVA, generated at 
2,:i0n mid 13,800 vidts transmitted to 
nine Ruhstations. More than 6,000 
motoi's — ranging ns high as 1,760 
horsepower, are in operation, using 
six 540 KVA capacitors for power 
factor correction. The company also 
prfuiuces a large amount of D,C. 
power. 

To generate the needed electricity, 
the plants preduce 3,455,532,000 
pounds of steam at 450 pounds prt;s* 
Kure each year. In Hl50, 101,K42 tons 
of coal were used. The company has 
its own mines in O’ Fallon, Illinois, 
and hauls the coal over their own 
railitiad, the Manufacturers Railroad, 
w’hich connects with all major trunk 
fme.'i and serves many manufacturing 
companies in St. Louis.

At Detroit Banquet 

L. H. 58, DETliOIT, 5IICM.— Tlie De- 

troit electrical construction industry's 
fifth annual apprentice graduation 
and testimonial bantpiet was held on 
the evening of January d, 1931. 
Eighty-seven a[iprenliccs, wht» giadu- 
ated into the ranks of electrical von- 
strucUtni journeymen iluring the year 
Ilf 11#5<h tvere guests of honor of the 
Joint Electrical Apprenticeship Com- 
mittee of the electrical Industry 
within our juiisdiclion. 

We were indeed fortunate ami hon- 
ored to have present an array of out- 
standing speaking talent. Out-of- 
town speakeis included Dan W. 
Tracy, International lh‘esident of the 


LB.E.W., and E. H. HeiT.be rg, chair- 
man of the Apprenticeship and Train- 
ing Committee of the National Elec- 
trical Contractors Association. Lcjcai 
speakers tnduilid Finlay C, Allen, 
chairman of the Detroit Building 
Trades Apprentice Comicil, and Frank 
C. Riley, business manager of Local 
Union 3N» 

Mr. Tracy pointed out the import- 
ance of the need for proper appren- 
ticeship trail ling as an investment for 
future security of both the union 
numiber and the contractor. He in- 
jected a few wortts of caution for 
those that felt that the training 
period m nv'er ivhcn one receives his 
jotn niryttitufs card. Due to the com- 
plexities of Ihe electrical industry 
and the changes made from day to 
day in t1u‘ design and installalioJl of 
model II eipupment, a contiimuim edu- 
cational program should be in exist- 
ence not only for apjjrentices but 
journeymen as well. Opportunities for 
advancement in the electrical industry 
are rumierous for the progressive 
workers, and will continue to be 
abundant in the future. Our I ‘resi- 
dent congratulated the Joint Elec- 
trical Appj'enticeship Committee of 
Detroit for the outstanding jt»b they 
are doing within the network <if the 
UUE.W; 

Mr. H eiT.be rg lineal led the exploita- 
tion of the apprentice of years past. 
Accelerated jiroduction on the job 
lemls Ui idiminate proper job train- 
ing, and it is largely through joint 
cooperative elTorta of mamiKeinent 
ami laboj' lhai this evil has been 
eliminated. Mass production has a 


distinct place in industry* but not in 
the production of skilled mechanics, 
Mr. Herzberg, widl informe<l on the 
subject of apprenticeship training 
on national, state, and local level* em- 
phasized that industry and labor will 
always insist upon stdving their own 
problems arising out of apprentice- 
t raining iirogiams without drastic 
mterference from governmental agen- 
cies. The governmental agency ‘s pur- 
pose is to promote, and not conti-ol. 

Our business manager summarized 
the progress of apprenticeship train- 
ing in oui^ local. He pointed out the 
lack of formal tiiiiiitiig of appi'enUces 
as of 25 years ago, and stressed the 
importance of maiutuiiiing a high 
standard of cjiialification hi our 
union. 

Presentation of completion certifi- 
cates was performed by C. W. Spain, 
principal of the Appro at Ice Training 
School. The activities of the evening 
were summarized by Carl J. Schoen- 
tnger, secretary- manager of the De- 
troit Electrical Contractors Associa- 
thm, ami toastmaster of the evening‘s 
proceedings.

terrible mess this W'orld has got her- 
self into during the past year- And 
it is anybody’s guess what will hap- 
pen to this mess as the year pro- 
gresses. Hut one thing is certain, 


it will cost a huge sum of mom y anti 
mali'iiid lo ruQKit this Crisis ami it ap- 
pi-ars that the pockets of the people 
whf> find it necessary to work, in one 
form or another, for a living will be 
fiattened considerably. There won’t 
be as many things to buy and we 
won’t have as much money to buy 
with, so it is logical that our standard 
of living wnll drop acconliugly. That 
for us, but whiit of the individuals 
that have tu change to military serv- 
ice 7 They definitely will have a dras- 
tic change in their way of life. 

We, as uni cm people, have a great 
responsibility to those people who of 
necessity must embark on a military 
life, to do everything possible to in- 
sure their successful and speedy re- 
turn to whul we like to call a normal 
way of life- We will have to sacrifice 
some things but nothing will compare 
to the supreme sacrifice many who 
enlei' the military will make. 

During these trying times the bur- 
den shouUi be adjusted according to 
the ability to pay. The average per- 
son will bear his share of the burden 
with no more than the expi^cted 
amount of griping, but when more 
than his share is heaped uyion him 
and his net returns are ilwindling 
while the net return of others is in- 
creasing, then the griping is in earn- 
est. In a recent broadcast Frank L. 
Edwards made the statement that 
since 1943, taxes on individuals have 
risen 300 percent while taxes on 
corpo rati mis have increased only 290 
percent. Is it any wonder that the 
intensity of the griping is on the in- 
crease ? 

Also during these trying times it 
probably will be necessary to fon^go 
some, perhaps many, of the gains 
muile by labor. But we must make 
certain that any losses will be re- 
stored and that other gains will be 
instituted in an effort to make this n 
boUer \vorld. 

The rapid increase in prices recent- 
ly is working a baidship mi many 
people and proof enough that a wage 
increase is justified and nece.ssary. 
To help rectify this situation we have 
contacted employers with whom we 
hold contracts and at present have 
received voluntary wage increases of 
five percent from most of them and 
anticipate that the remainder will do 
likewise aa this figuie of five p recent 
is pretty wtdl established as the area 
pattern. 

However, to do this we liave had 
to forego tile privilege of opening the 
contracts when they come due in the 
spring and they will be automatically 
extended to 1952. This is not entirely 
satisfactory a a we have changes in 
conditions that we degire to discuss. 
But with a wage freeze on the hori- 
zon the old si}ueeze play is very much 
ill evidence. 

A change was made in the con- 
tract with the Clark Company PUD 


which, to my knowlctige. Is novel in 
the LB.K.W* and will be subject to 
observation of its operation as tiine 
goes on. This new anungement esluh- 
lisluis a five-year coiilract including 
all features of the tdd contract with 
the additional piov ision for an esca- 
lator clause governing the hourly 
wage and its relation to the cost of 
living. A cliange of one cent per 
hour for each .85 points change in the 
B.L.S. index. In addition there is a 
’Svork improvement” clause which in- 
creases the base rate by t\vo percent 
each year which will establish a new 
base for each year during the life of 
the contract. This clause is really 
getting down to the meat of the wage 
situation in that it proviiles for an 
actual increase in a standard of liv- 
ing. The escalator and most other 
wage increases presently being insti- 
tuted, also most of the past increases* 
merely adjust for a change in the cost 
of living and have little effect on rais- 
ing the standard of living. 

Following a long flrawn out argu- 
ment negotiations wdth the Northwest 
Line Constructors Chapter of the 
N.E.C.A. wei'e recently completed. An 
increase of 15 cents per hour and an 
increase of one dollar per day for 
living ex j leases were accepted bring- 
ing the journeyman rate to $2.fvri per 
hour and the living expense to $0 per 
day for the first 18 days on the job 
at seven days per week. 

The weather over the area this win- 
ter has been very mild with the raiji^ 
fall greatly al>ove normal. To date 
there has been only one severe storm. 
This overabundant rainfall is an as- 
set in one rest^ect in that it provides 
more hydro generation for the oper- 
ating utilities thus cutting down on 
the use of high price steam genera- 
tion,

After Work Stoppage 

L. V. 2 fi 6 . riinRMX, AKIZ.— Cul- 
minating many months of negolia- 
tions ami discussion, centered around 
iznproved working conditions, addi- 
tional wages and the refusal of the 
Salt River l^owei' District to sign a 
contzact with Local 2611, the members 
saw no alternative but to walk olT 
the job. This action occui'red on l>e- 
cember 20th and lasted until Janu- 
aiy dth. 

To those not familiar with the set- 
up here in Phoenix the local union re- 
presents the employes of the Salt 
Rivci- Valley Water Users and the 


Salt River Agricultural Imjirovemeiit 
and Power District. The liter 
Users will enter into a contract with 
the union, but the Powt i District has 
refused, due to tlieir aljegcd niimici- 
pality status. 

A.^; a result of the 17 da.vs of work 
stoppage, wage increases ranging 
from eight cents to 37 L- cents an hour 
were won. The cont f actual difficulties 
with the Power District, will be de- 
cidtHl by a suii now on the dockets of 
the local courts, as lo whether or not 
a collective bargaining contract can 
l>e entered into by the company and 
Lt>cal 2dr>. We here in Arizozui feel 
that with the combiiied strength of 
the I.B.E.W. azuJ the Tnteiziaticmal 
Olllccj behind us in this fight, that 
victory will bo our.s. 

During the above negotiations the 
bargaining committee was aided and 
abetted by International Representa- 
tive A I Shackelfoi'd of the 7th ili strict 
and Attorzmy George Wilson of 
Phoenix. 

In the final analysis the bulk of 
the czx*dit must go to the members* 
for everything gained by the halt- 
ing of %vork. It was their determina- 
tion and ability to withstand economic 
dilhculties, which are bound to result 
from reduced jiaydays, ami it only 
pzxives that righteousness will win 
out when people band togelher fm* a 
just cause*

Importance of Night 
Study Is Stressed 

V. 2‘(2. MIWEAI'OLIS, MLNS.^ 

Il<iw do you go aliotit ctmvincing the 
membfU's that eiieh aiul everyone . 
young and old alike, should take at 
least one night of schooling per week? 
One night per week really isn’t veiy 
much — all of the giMKl that comes from 
almost any course at an accredited 
school is time well spent. It doesn’t 
make much clifTerence what the cmnse 
consists of because almost any sc hook 
ing we gel can help us to become het- 
ler citizens and bettei* union membt»rs. 
But, it does make a big dilTerencc to 
us as individuals and to our unions 
whether through sehtHding W'e pro- 
gress, or w he tiler we go backwai d, be- 
cause we won’t spend the time to 
learn. The trends and the moves our 
unifin takes will bo the result of the 
trends and tlmughts of the men com- 
prising our uni<ms. Do the members 
want to look at theii* gains in relro- 
sp<‘ct or is their policy to be progres- 
sive and foi-warci in their course? 

All of this is going to depend en- 
tirely on the members. Their thoughts 
and wishes should and must be a man- 
date for their‘ chosen leaders to work 
on, 

1 like to look upon our unions as u 
metaphor — a dog. This di>g consists 
of a tail, the tail being the leaders, 
and the body of the dog representing 
the men. At no time should the men 
fall down in their mentality so that 
the tail has to w:ig the dog. It Is the 
duty of every man to keep himself 
abreast of the times^ and only by 
going to st-hool will he be able U* keep 
up with progress. Many of us run 
across the anti-union man. What 
would we do if this type of pc rami 
picked up a paper that had a graph 
showing wage raises and started to 
berate us ftm getting ttm much? 
Would we be able to break his argU’ 
ments down? I btdieve a great many 
union men would not have an insight 
into economics great enough to say 


more than just that we need it. 
(i ran ted that we iieeti Ei and will ah- 
smb eveiy increase — why we need it 
and are Justified in our demands we 
can Find out in many courses at 
school. 

At the present time about 25 of our 
members arc Htvuiying nights at the 
University of Minnesota Extension 
Divisiom At Ihinwoiidy Tndustrial 
institute which is a highly rated trade 
school, we have aiiproximatcly 120 
students it'gistejvd-- 1 10 of whom are 
apprentices and aic re<jui red to go to 
schoid. This reprtwrits ibo number of 
men who ari^ intertmted in going 
ahead, out of an “A" membership uf 
more than 8110. f believe we have 
more members than Uiat who go out 
for bowling. 1 have mdhiiig against 
b<Avling, but even in this group are 
men who tank make it to a meeting 
twice a month: hrmever, they bowl 
four times a month. Maybe, likt? IVe 
So often heard, school is just for the 
young guys, but the way I look at 
it, we arc never I (jo old to learn. 
Many of the old-timei H never had the 
oijp<u-tunity to go to school ami 
whether the yt>ungei- fellows w'ill lose 
interest in continuing at school still 
remains tf* be seen. Let’s hope every- 
one will try his best to be as proficient 
at his trade as he can get, 1 believe 
that membership in the oi ganization 
should be depemleiit upon tlie mom- 
btu''s agixieing to take <me course at 
night sth(»ol per yem-, and to atlemi 
at least 50 percent of the meetings. 
All I can do Is urge, and that I will 
do — schooling and pai-ticlpation in 
union meetings will broaden our 
knowledge whicli is what we need to 
ptu'petuate this gooil tlrotherhoial of 
<niis, the I.B.R.W. 

At a recent class s4‘ssion some of 
us attended at the University of Min- 
nesota Extension Division in “Funda- 
menlals of Supiowisirm/* we got into 
a discussion on the Fle.sch Test, on 
ihe readability of various magazines 
ami papers. On k'stiug 11 issues of 
the KLtX’TKlC.AL WmiKKKS’ JOUItJXAL, 
we found that the average schooling 
required to understand these articles 
was from 7th gradt^ through high 
scho<i). The estimated percentage of 
the population of the United Stales 
that can understand writings at this 
level was from 82 percent down to ot 
percent. All of which speaks well for 
t he JOIHN.AL.

Eminent Bible 
students, like Arthur Bruce Moss, 
speak of the " Nazareth guild of 
Carpenters" wherein Jesus Christ and 
Joseph before him held membership. 
Did the Apostle I^aul belong to a 
tmde union? While thej-e is no un- 
deniable recoixi of it, it is iRdieved 
that he did because the "Collegia of 
Tent Cloth Makers" were vorj' wide- 
spread at that time and Fau) earned 
his U%ing to pay his own way while 
preaching the Gospel, in hundreds of 
different towns by working at his 
trade of tent-cloth maker, a set num- 
ber of hours evei'y day wherever he 
was. FuJlhennore, F'mil had many 
contacts with other union members 
in othei- crafts, many of whom be- 
came effective prcachcr.s of the Gos- 
pel. At the time of Jesus Christ, 
abnnt half of the workers were free 
workers and the other half were 
slaves. Slaves and free workei'g alike 
woix* received into the trade unions as 
ec|uals and beloved brothers. It cost 
from ;?4,U00 to :f8,onu (in today's 


money) to buy a slave from his owner. 
Obviously slaves never bad a dime, 
hut the money to buy their freedom 
was forthcfiniing from the union's 
treasury, nml in an elaborate ceix- 
immy the slave was sold to a god, 
and declared foiwer a free man. The 
UTiLon found the newly freed man a 
paying job and gradually out of his 
pay he restored his purchase price to 
the union treasury. 

In other wozxis he had been sold 
t(i a god* but the union held the first 
mortgage. Doesn't it make you feel 
proud to know that you are a union 
member and that ex’en at the time of 
Ji^eus Christ trade unions wet^e doing 
a wonderful worthwhile job? "Ec(v 
nomic slavery must yield when the 
foixijs of brotherhood come before the 
altar of ixligion — when religion and 
lahor join forces in a common drive.” 
So concludes the article from which 
llu* above? was taken. It was published 
in the ArFa/f NDedcnf for Decemlicr 
1P50, and is available from any 
Methodist Churcli in case any of lhc 
brethren would like to ixad the entire 
ui-tide. Our labor unions ivill do an 
increasing amount of good as more 
and more of ua attend our union mect- 
ijigs regularly and also regularly at- 
tend the church of our choice, and 
serve both to the l)est of our ability. 
Many of U6 are learning the hard way 
that there is a million times as much 
fellowship and brotherhood and good 
feeling in a Sunday school class on 
Sunday morning as there is in a beer 
joint on Baturdny night.

It is amusing to hear some momherfl 
and contractors, and even some 
agents, expixssing doubts in the abil- 
ity of linemen to erect steel tower 
t.nmamiseion lines, without the assis- 
tance of other crufts* either directly 
nr under some other legzil guise. By 
linemen, don't include converted or 
liorrowcd workmen, or self-claimed 
specialists* but Journeymen who un- 
derstand their conRtitutional jurisdic- 
tion and arc propmxd to perform all 
work designated ns theirs. Individ- 
uals so disitlusioned could do well for 
themselves and the LB.E.W. to check 
the personnel and progress of 1211 
miles of steel tower tran.smission line 
under construction beUvecn Bakers- 
field and Big Creek, north of Fresno. 

This line extends into two terri- 
toi‘ial Jurisdictions; namely Bakers- 
field and its good friends and neigh- 
bors, Local LfiO of Fresno. The man- 
power is obtained thi'OUgh both locals. 
Any possible local jurisdictional fric- 
tion was eliminated by pixjob under- 
standings and honest and sincere ef- 
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fortH to zidhero to these rulcB. The 
lariter pin! of this pi-oject Is in Local 
HUKs junscli^tion. 1'hey iicceiittMi most 
cif the puliciriff {intl disputchiiiK prob- 
IcniH, and have perfonned a cormuend- 
able job. 

To express an opinion Is to Invite 
concur re rice but is seldom accepted 
without criticism* It is tbis inembcr*s 
opinion that if wuijes and conditions 
a»x* matntained simitar to other line 
work; journeymen linemen are not 
leluetniit to accept this work* U is 
also obvious that it is not only ac- 
ceptable to the majority of tinemcri, 
hut thzit they are most inlaptable for 
it* 

On this job the towers urr- I'lr'cted, 
the wire struntr. and the equipment 
operated by journeymen linemen with, 
of course I the aid of f^rmmdmen. Any 
skepticism oi' Iheorlea <m ch^ln^^es of 
modes, nmterials, or equipment not 
familiar to journey men llmmien have 
InriK since been discarded hen\ 

The turnover of men has been so 
small that it is almost un be 1 leva hie. 
The men are evidently satisfied and 
thi* eoiitractr»r ami customer have ex- 
pressed szitrsfaction with their pi-op- 
r^^SB,

the industrious from starving in sight 
of luxurious festivals; will find that it 
has cherished in that avarice, ambi- 
tion, sensuality, selfishness, and lux- 
ury ill the one class, and that degnul- 
ation, misery, drunkenness, ignorance, 
and brntalizalion of the cither cl,iss, 
mttre stubborn and intractible despots 
tii hnme than it will ever encounter 
ill any foivign wm'i and even its very 
Iswels will be conUrmally teeming 
with the intolerable progeny of ty- 
rants within fhr hfffty of fht' mtif*n 
hen* at home, more pernicious and 
dangerous and danniable than arty 
that we may encounter abr^iad. These 
are "the first omunies" to be subdued. 
This constitutes the real campaign for 
peace; these uix? triumphs, difficult in- 
deed, but bloodless; and far more 
himo ruble than those trophies which 
iii-e piirchused only by slaughter and 
nipine, which comeM with war. And, 
if not victors in this service, it is in 
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vntn ihtii \vv have bf^en victarii^us over 
the tyra rink'll I or despotic dictatorial 
enemy upon the field of battle. 

if any people think that it is 
grander, a more beneficial pcjlicy* to 
invent subtle reasmis for inerejiHing 
the revenue, by luxation, and thereby 
draining the life-blood of an already 
irnpoverislH'd rommon people; to mul- 
tiply its naval and military forces: 
to compete rn the rivalry with other 
nations ; to make crafty treaties and 
allbincea; to rule by fear ami force; 
than it is to administi'r unpolluted 
justice to the roinmon people, to rt^* 
lieve the condilitms economically and 
raise to a higher standard the staU^ 
of the toiling masses, i*edi*ess the in- 
jured and succor the distressed ami 
conciliate the discontented, and speed- 
ily restoie liberty, e<iuality, and fra- 
tm'nity, to nil /7;c jtcople; then, that 
people and that nation is involved in 
a cloud of cnor, and will too late per- 
ceive, when the illusion of these 
mighty benefits have vanished, that 
in neglecting thc»i% which it ignor- 
antly thought were inferior consid- 
erations, it ItttH tntfy hten prtcipitnt^ 
IH// its oroi rnift tnul despair. Pre- 
paring the way for its dissolution and 
death, ut the hands of those so neg- 
lected and left in want and despair. 

As you well know from personal oh- 
sensation, however casual and super- 
ficial that may have been, and despite 
the many so-called Social Agencies, 
who profess to alleviate it, there is 
an overwhelming and appalling, pei'- 
nlcious, condition of staiwatimi, desti- 
tution, ignorance, svant, hruUility, 
vice, corruption of morals, rampant 
in this land of the free, this land of 
hiundless wealth and prosperity. This 
bi?cause of the parasitical fi*w\ who 
hold the coniroUing stock in the cor- 
poiTite industries of the land, and 
who ai'e dictating to their puppids 
in the governmental offices, from Ihi' 
tifitce of city council to that of the 
highest in the land, the p(»Ucies up- 
on which this (fov'ernment is set up 
and upon which it acts. Legislation 
is passed to increase taxation, tocally 
tn the cities, and nationally from the 
capital of the nation — taxes, that im- 
pose additional burdens upon the Uiil- 
ing, already overburdened, working 
class of people; sales tax, state and 
city income tax, bidden tax imposed 
hy inci'case in I he price of the neces- 
sities of life vvliich must be purchased 
out of the 1 ‘emaining lake-home pay. 
There are luxurj' taxes that deny to 
the pn)duclng class any recreation or 
release from the monotony of the 
daily grind, taxes that are not eiiuit- 
uble; and from which the parositical 
wealthy class, who in most instances 
never worked a day in their whole 
lives, and w'ho in most instances in- 
herited their wealth from some an- 
cestor, are exempt from paying, by 
concealed clauses and loopholes in the 
tax laws, of which the often illiterate 


working class, in their gross ignor- 
ance, brought about by their con* 
trolled educational systems, ami they 
cannot, therefore, lake the same 
privilege. This class favoritism is a 
political ]mstime that is seriously 
killing the working class iif people's 
spirit, and will eventually make of 
this nation a nation of paupei's, df'sti- 
tutes, for lack of desire or motive for 
trying to he otherwise. Why work 
and produce, if a selfish few are to 
live in luxury and ease while the 
masses of us produce for their para* 
silica 1 consumption, will bi*come the 
battle cry of the masses; for it is ls?t- 
tcr to die of slar^^aUon while not 
exerting cme’s self, than it ifi to pro- 
duce by constant, slavish, vvorkLug, 
I'osulting only in that which you have 
so produced going on to the tableB of 
the parasites, who consume and be- 
come more fat ami lazy, more indol- 
ent and carele.ss of our welfare, 
while we are baiely allowed to cat 
with the dogs “the crumbs’’ which 
fall from their tables. 

The wealthy class, whose mimes 
comprise the list of stockholders of 
the industries of this land, hut which 
names aro never revealed to the com- 
mon people, nor is their shiu-e of the 
spoils ever revealed publicly, can live, 
for a time, without employing the 
laborer, and discharges him when- 
ever that labor ceancs to hi.' profit- 
able, at the moment when the weather 
is the most inclement, provisions the 
dearest, prices I he highest and going 
still higher, and rents soaring sky- 
high, he turns him fdT to starve, no 
matter how many yoais he has faith- 
fully served him. Thus, to the common 
man, to employed, to have the 
chance to work at anything, for any 
soil of fair wages (?) becomi^a the 
engrosging object of man’s life. Then, 
too, if the ptior devil is taken sick, his 
wages stop; and if he has a policy 
with one of the insurance compaiites, 
owned by ihe wind thy class, and if hi' 
can successfully evade the hidden 
clauses insertiHl in them, of which he 
is kept ignorant until he tries to col- 
lect, he may receive a small dole to 
comfort him in his distress. Ami, if 
the wealthy class sees fit to draw “Ihn 
puroe strings of the wealth of this 
land” the laborer is confronted with 
a depression, a calamity, a catas- 
trophe, which will surely consume his 
body and soul and spirit; breaking 
from him his independence ami free- 
dom which he has gained during his 
prosperity (?) buck to docile setwi- 
tude to thi^ masters. Then, instead of 
froedom, you have become their 
slaves, doing whatever menial task 
they see fit to impose, receiving %vhat* 
ever w'ages they deem adequate. If 
you are not satisfied with the terms 
of, or conditions of, the employment 
w'hich they in their generosity (?) 
offer, you can leave their employ; and 
there are dozens outside the gate, 


staiTing and di Hliiute, who will take 
your job foi‘ less than ynu w<‘re le 
ceiving ami will be niorc tlodle than 
w^eni you. This through the apathy, 
indilference, and ignorance on thf‘ 
part of the common man, wht» i» thus 
the victim of a peiTiidcius tyranny 
here at home, which is nmre ilunm* 
able, vicious, ami destructive, than is 
any with which w'e are cnafmnted 
anywhero in the world, despite w^hut 
the kept press and the controlled 
radio comment ator.s, the wealthy 
class’ propagandists, may tell you. Be 
not deceived, any longer, my brothers, 
of the common w'orking class; arise, 
and demand your just and legithiiale 
share of life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness fm* which we, through 
our forefa t hers, who also were of the 
common working class, founded this 
our beloved land of the free and thi' 
home of the brave. 1 fear that our 
bravery, like our freedom, is but a 
vague historical memoi-y; But, it need 
not long remain such, for you have 
but to awaken from this lethargy, 
hyimotically induewi, into which the 
hidden masters have lulled you, 
through their various uikI insidious 
machinatioiii; and the henchmen whom 
they employ. 1 say, unless Vou do 
awaken, you are doomed and damned 
to a hell of Itu-ment and want amidst 
an abounding plenty, which is right- 
fully yours, since you created it by 
your abilities and powers, which are 
not chamcterlstic of any of thi' mas* 
ters, and that hell is not om* of the 
future, but is nf the now ami here. 

It is the saddest t^f all sight.s upon 
this earth, that of a man, lazy and 
luxurious, or hard and penurious, to 
w’hom want appeals in viiin, and suf- 
fering cries out in the unknown 
tongue.

The 
foi*mer is the faithless ste^vard, that 
embezzles what (lod has given him 
in trost for the impoverished and suf- 
fering among his brothren. .Man is 
not merely rosponsible for his own, 
and his immediate family’s welfare. 
“Know you not that you aiv your 
brother’s keeper?” Man cannot sue- 
ceflsfully, nor for long live for himself 
alone; but will learn, in due time, 
that he must also live for others* wel- 
fare, for those vvho ne«“d his assist- 
ance and have a claim upon his sym- 
pathy. Chari table ifistitiitions* the 
church, hospitals, and w^elfare agen- 
cies, are not the answer to this pndi- 
lem, as you will find out; since none 
of them ever ilo that for winch they 
were instituted, except in the begin- 
ning when they aro being set up, 
never after they are once establisht'd 
with something like permanence, Lach 
individual is iiersonally responsible; 
each one for evt?i*y other. The failure 
to rocognize this truth of mutual ro- 
sponsibility is the root of many, if 
not all, of the evils which we deplorel

this lesson; either by listening: to 
some wise one, who will fn&tinict you 
fi^om out of his own experieiu'e: or 
else, you will learn it nt the hand of 
that dearest of all teachers, experi- 
ence, Take heed, I wain you; the day 
is far spent, and the ni^ht, in which 
no man can work, conieth.
